Potrero’s  Real  Estate 
Market  Remains  Hot

Whole  Foods  is  coming  to  Potrero 
Hill,  and  that  means  more  than  a 
wider  selection  of  high-priced  organic 
products.  The  grocery  chain  sites  new 
stores  using  a set  of  real  estate  criteria, 
some  of  which  have  been  neighborhood 
features  for  a half-century  or  more,  like 
easy  freeway  access.  Other  criteria,  such 
as  a concentration  of  college-educated 
residents  and  upper  income  families,  are 
newer  demographic  trends. 

According  to  Greg  Angilly  of  Urban 
Bay  Properties  and  Potrero-Hill.com, 
Hill  residents’  average  income  has  risen 
significantly  over  the  past  ten  years. 
“The  neighborhood  is  becoming  more 
affluent,  for  better  or  worse,"  he  said, 
echoing  a common  ambivalence  about 
the  trend. 

This  demographic  trend  can  be 
observed  most  clearly  in  real  estate 
prices.  Angela  Rubin  of  Pacific  Union, 
who’s  been  working  in  the  neighborhood 
for  15  years,  said  that  she’s  seen  prices 
more  than  double  in  that  time.  “There 
used  to  be  far  more  tenants,  and  more 
blue-collar  workers,’’  she  recalled. 

Since  2004,  the  median  price  of 
a single-family  home  in  Potrero  Hill 
has  hovered  between  $700,000  and 
$900,000,  which  is  comparable  to  prices 
in  the  rest  of  the  City.  Since  mid-2005, 
however,  San  Francisco  medians  have 
been  holding  steady  at  around  $850,000, 
while  the  median  price  in  Potrero  Hill 
has  passed  $1  million.  While  most  South 
of  Market  real  estate  is  still  cheaper  than 
property  in  the  northern  half  of  the 
City,  Potrero  Hill  is  now  solidly  in  the 
mid-to-upper  range  for  San  Francisco 
real  estate,  and  property  appreciation 
in  the  community  is  slightly  ahead  of 
the  curve. 

Susan  Oik  of  Zephyr  Real  Estate, 
who’s  been  living  and  working  in  Potrero 
Hill  for  the  past  20  years,  recalled 


that  during  the  late-eighties  and  early- 
nineties  the  neighborhood  saw  a period 
of  strong  growth,  followed  by  a five-year 
plateau.  During  the  dot-com  era  - 1996 
to  2000 — the  Hill’s  gorgeous  views, 
unsurpassed  weather,  and  accessibility  to 
South  Bay  jobs  spurred  its  biggest  price 
rise.  Another  leveling-out  followed  the 
dot-com  bust,  but  the  market  recovered 
quickly  and  was  booming  again  by 
2002.  As  Oik  put  it,  “It  became  sort  of 
the  last  haven,  where  people  could  still 
get  a really  great  view  in  the  City.” 

Now  it  seems  that  the  neighborhood 
is  in  another  cooling-off  period.  “You 
can  buy  property  for  the  asking  price,  or 
sometimes  even  below,  which  is  unusual,” 
said  Oik.  Despite  the  continual  price 
increases,  many  real  estate  agents  have 
observed  a slowdown  in  appreciation 
since  late  2005-  While  properties  still 
sell,  they  don’t  elicit  the  same  level  of 
competition  among  buyers  that  they 
once  did 

“It’s  been  a seller’s  market  for  the 
last  ten  years.  Now  I think  it’s  starting  to 
be  more  of  a buyer’s  market,”  said  Rubin, 
“Some  sellers  haven’t  quite  realized  that 
the  market  has  changed  yet,  though," 
she  added. 

Market  slowdowns  typically  affect 
sales  of  condominiums,  lofts,  and 
tenancies  in  common  (TICs)  before 
those  of  single-family  homes.  This  is 
evidenced  by  the  greater  number  of  days 
that  lofts  and  TICs  are  spending  on  the 
market.  Median  loft  prices  in  Potrero 
Hill  reached  a recent  peak  of  $725,000 
last  summer,  and  have  declined  slightly 
since  then. 

Hallie  Bradford  of  Ford  Real  Estate 
said  that  the  market  for  single-family 
homes  isn’t  leveling  off  in  Potrero 
the  way  it  has  in  the  rest  of  the  City. 
That’s  at  least  in  part  because  the

Potrero  Hill  Might  Join  the  Ban  on  Formula  Retail

Whole  Foods  will  open  in  the  neigh- 
borhood in  2007,  to  the  delight  of  some 
community  residents  and  the  concern  of 
others.  The  impact  of  the  gourmet  super 
store  will  unfold  over  time,  including 
whether  it  disrupts  the  operations  of  long 
time  Potrero  Hill  business  Goodlife  Gro- 
cery. Similarly,  the  large  office  building 
next  to  Whole  Foods,  444  De  Haro,  was 
recently  sold.  It’s  rumored  that  the  new 
owners  are  recruiting  a few  large  retail 
chain  stores  for  the  empty  storefronts  on 
17th  Street. 

444  De  Haro  is  zoned  “M-l,”  which 
prohibits  “neighborhood-serving  busi- 
nesses.” Keith  Goldstein,  President  of  the 
Potrero  Hill  Association  of  Merchants 
and  Businesses,  fears  that  retail  in  444  De 
Haro  will  bring  more  shoppers  to  the  area 
by  car,  causing  parking  limitations  and 
congestion.  “Exactly  the  converse  of  the 


retail  area  we  would  like  to  see  developed,” 
Goldstein  states. 

Working  with  the  Potrero  Boosters 
and  the  Dogpatch  Neighborhood  As- 
sociations, the  Merchants  Association  is 
leading  an  effort  to  develop  new  policies 
for  the  Neighborhood  Commercial  (NC) 
zoning  districts  in  Potrero  and  Dogpatch. 
The  proposed  policies  would  control  what 
types  of  businesses  can  be  established,  and 
will  prohibit  “formula  (chain)  retail”  stores. 
The  effort  is  separate  from  the  rezoning  ini- 
tiative undertaken  by  the  Planning  Depart- 
ment over  the  last  several  years.  Goldstein 
notes,  “The  Neighborhood  Task  Force  that 
is  working  on  this  is  very  representative  of 
residents  and  business  owners  on  Potrero 
Hill.  It  is  not  a group  that  is  taking  a 
NIMBY  [Nor  In  My  Back  Yard]  position. 
We  know  that  more  development  is  coming 
to  Potrero  Hill;  we  would  just  like  to  see  it 


planned  appropriately.” 

The  policies  would  likely  control  per- 
mitted uses  and  building  standards  in  six 
areas,  including  along  17th  Street.  “That 
new  district  is  pretty  critical,  because  we 
do  feel  we  need  more  retail  and  services 
on  the  hill,  and  we  ll  certainly  need  some- 
thing new  if  new  housing  is  permitted 
in  Showplace  Square  and  on  the  Central 
Waterfront,”  Tony  Kelly,  Boosters  President 
and  Merchants  Association  Board  Member 
explains.  “At  the  same  time,  it  is  absolutely 
crucial  to  keep  Potrero  Hill  as  a mixed-use 
neighborhood,  with  good  industrial  jobs, 
working-class  housing,  and  small-scale 
character,”  Kelly  remarked. 

Some  Association  members  want  to 
model  17th  Street  on  Berkeley’s  Fourth 
Street  commercial  district.  There  are  “for- 
mula retail”  businesses  on  Fourth  Street, 
such  as  Papyrus  and  Peet's  Coffee,  but  there 


is  also  a mix  of  locally  owned  businesses, 
and  stores  are  typically  smaller  in  size. 
Goldstein  states  that  he’d  like  to  prevent 
the  Showplace  Square  area  from  becoming 
another  Mission  Bay,  a neighborhood  he 


believes  has  little  character. 
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Free  Citizenship  Application 
Help  August  14th

On  August  14th,  I will  host  a citi- 
zenship workshop  in  San  Francisco  to 
provide  free  assistance  to  individuals  who 
are  eligible  to  apply  to  become  American 
citizens.  This  summer,  Democrats  across 
the  country  are  holding  similar  workshops 
in  their  districts.  My  colleagues  and  I are 
proud  to  join  together  to  help  put  legal 
residents  on  the  path  to  citizenship.

recognized  that  America  is  constantly 
invigorated  by  the  optimism,  energy,  and 
patriotism  of  those  who  come  to  our  shores 
in  hope  of  a better  future.  And  no  city 
has  benefited  more  than  San  Francisco, 
where  our  beautiful  diversity  is  our  greatest 
strength.  National  Citizenship  Day  pro- 
vided an  opportunity  to  reflect  on  the  im- 
portance of  participation  in  our  democratic 
process  and  engagement  in  the  debate  on 
America’s  future.

Democrats  propose  a New  Direction  on 
immigration  that  protects  our  borders  and 
treats  immigrants  with  respect  and  dignity, 
assisting  them  on  the  road  to  citizenship.

Greetings  Neighbors! 

With  the  closing  days  of  summer 
fast  approaching,  I hope  you  have  taken 
full  advantage  of  the  many  activities  San 
Francisco  has  to  offer  this  season,  such  as 
Sunday  afternoon  concerts  at  the  Stern 
Grove  festival,  regional  and  city  parades, 
or  simply  taking  a walk  in  your  own 
neighborhood. 

While  the  summer  winds  down 
here,  in  Sacramento  the  weather  and  the 
legislature  will  be  heating  up.  With  the 
just  over  a month  to  go,  the  Assembly 
and  Senate  will  reconvene  for  the  final 
stretch  of  a two-year  session.  While  we 
have  made  significant  accomplishments 
this  year,  much  of  the  work  remains  to 
be  completed.  I would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  share  wirh  you  some  suc- 
cesses we  have  had  in  this  year’s  budget 
negotiations,  as  well  as  some  of  the  issues 
I will  be  working  on  in  August. 

This  year  is  the  first  since  2000  that 
the  state  budget  was  approved  before  the 
fiscal  year  deadline.  The  end  product  is 
balanced,  responsible  and  compassionate. 
Schools  are  fully  funded,  foster  children 
will  get  more  of  the  resources  they  need, 
our  parks  will  get  badly  needed  mainte- 
nance, and  our  most  vulnerable  citizens 
won’t  see  their  benefits  cut.  Assembly 
Democrats  were  fiscally  prudent  and 
insisted  on  using  one-time  income  for 
one-time  expenditures. 

On  the  educational  front,  local  com- 
munity college  fees  will  decrease  from 
$26  per  unit  to  $20  per  unit,  allowing 
more  people  to  take  advantage  of  the 
broad  array  of  educational  and  job  train- 
ing  opportunities  these  institutions  have 
to  offer.  City  College  of  San  Francisco 
just  celebrated  its  70th  year  and  we  are 
blessed  to  have  such  a terrific  learning 
institution  in  our  midst.  For  more  infor- 
mation about  classes,  financial  assistance, 
and  other  programs  at  City  College,  visit 
their  website  at  www.ccsf.edu  or  call 
(415)  239-3000. 

In  the  final  days  of  budget  negotia- 
tions, 1 helped  secure  $14.3  million  to 
fund  the  California  High  Speed  Rail 
Authority’s  work  on  a high-speed  train 
system  that  will  eventually  allow  travel 
from  San  Francisco  to  Los  Angeles  in 
just  2.5  hours.  The  budget  funding  will 
allow  for  the  final  stages  of  planning  to 
be  completed  and  secure  crucial  rights- 
of-way  currently  threatened  by  other 
development.  California’s  high  speed  rail 
system  will  connect  our  major  cities  with 
clean,  electric-powered  trains  that  will 
carry  68  million  passengers  annually  by 
2020,  reduce  highway  and  airport  con- 
gestion, and  prevent  the  release  of  10.4 
billion  pounds  of  greenhouse  gases  per 
year.  You  can  find  more  information  at 
www.cahighspeedrail.ca.gov. 

I am  particularly  proud  of  the  large 
investment  the  budget  makes  in  our  fos- 
ter care  system,  which  was  long  overdue 
for  reforms  and  investment.  This  year’s 


state  budget  includes  funding  for  key  pro- 
visions of  my  Assembly  Bill  2489,  which 
will  provide  foster  youth  wirh  the  aca- 
demic preparation,  financial  assistance 
and  the  campus-based  support  they  need 
to  complete  their  college  education.  The 
budget  allocates  $5.7  million  for  higher 
education  scholarships  and  over  $8  mil- 
lion for  the  expansion  of  the  Foster  Youth 
Services  education  program. 

Prison  reform  will  surely  receive  a 
lot  of  attention  in  the  special  legislative 
session  recently  called  by  the  Governor. 
As  Chair  of  the  Assembly  Public  Safety 
Committee,  I will  be  working  on  the 
Assembly’s  plan  to  improve  our  prison 
system.  California  incarcerates  more 
people  than  any  other  jurisdiction  in 
the  world.  Our  rapidly  growing  prisons 
also  have  the  highest  failure  rate  in  the 
nation:  two  out  of  three  California  pa- 
rolees end  up  back  in  prison  on  parole 
violations.  Unfortunately,  the  Governor’s 
response  to  this  meltdown  merely  skims 
the  surface  and  doesn’t  address  the  com- 
plex problems  our  prison  system  faces. 
Our  public  safety  depends  on  doing  a 
better  job  of  preparing  inmates  for  their 
eventual  release  and  creating  community 
partnerships  for  “aftercare”  to  help  pa- 
roles become  productive  citizens. 

Furthermore,  I will  be  working 
to  pass  a number  of  other  important 
measures.  As  more  private  companies 
pursue  the  lucrative  business  of  collect- 
ing child  support  debt,  more  parents, 
especially  low-income  single  mothers,  are 
complaining  about  some  unfair  business 
practices  within  the  industry.  Assembly 
Bill  2781  will  improve  the  way  the  state 
regulates  private  child  support  collection 
agencies  to  avoid  unfair  treatment. 

Additionally,  AB  2946  is  my  compre- 
hensive approach  to  reforming  Califor- 
nia’s initiative  process.  It  prohibits  paying 
an  individual  on  a per-signature  basis  for 
gathering  signatures  for  an  initiative, 
which  invites  fraud  and  puts  our  initia- 
tive process  in  the  hands  of  the  wealthy 
few.  It  also  holds  signature-gathering 
firms  and  initiative  proponents  liable  for 
violations  of  provisions  of  elections  law 
pertaining  to  the  initiative,  referendum, 
and  recall  process.  The  time  has  come 
for  California  to  embrace  these  reforms, 
which  will  result  in  a more  transparent 
system,  a more  sound  electoral  process, 
and  a more  engaged  public. 

There  is  much  at  stake  in  Sacramento 
this  year.  It  is  my  pleasure  to  work  on  all 
of  these  issues  and  keep  you  informed  on 
their  impact  on  San  Francisco  and  the 
state  as  a whole.

Last  Thursday  I attended  a meeting  to 
lay  out  a reform  strategy  for  the  Juvenile 
Probation  Department.  Later  1 attended  a 
press  event  with  Assemblyman  Mark  Leno 
announcing  increased  funding  for  foster 
care.  The  next  day  I held  meetings  regard- 
ing entrepreneurial  programs  for  low-in- 
come women  and  to  organize  support  for 
San  Franciscos  hotel  workers.  Today  1 will 
advocate  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  my 
ordinance  to  increase  enforcement  of  the 
City’s  minimum  wage  program. 

These  meetings  reflect  my  priorities 
as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Increasingly,  however,  I have  been  fielding 
a substantial  number  of  meeting  requests 
by  land  use  developers  and  their  attorneys 
to  push  their  individual  projects  within  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods  Plan  Area  - prior 
ro  our  completion  of  the  planning  process. 
Here  is  the  background,  and  why  it  is  im- 
portant to  Potrero  Hill. 

Several  months  ago,  community 
residents  in  the  Mission  appealed  the  Plan- 
ning Department’s  environmental  review 
of  a housing  project  at  2660  Harrison 
Street  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  This 
market-rate  housing  project  is  within  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods  Plan  Area  and 
would  involve  demolishing  a light  indus- 
trial building.  The  residents  argued  that 
the  Planning  Department's  environmental 
review  was  site  specific  and  did  not  address 
the  cumulative  impacts  of  lot-by-lot  devel- 
opment in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Plan 
Area,  particularly  as  it  relates  to  the  city’s 
ability  to  meet  its  affordable  housing  and 
employment  needs. 

On  a 9-2  vote,  my  colleagues  and  1 on 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  agreed  with  the 
community  residents.  We  believe  that  this 


is  the  right  decision  in  terms  of  the  level 
of  review  that  we  expect  of  our  Planning 
Department.  Aside  from  this  decision,  I 
believe  that  it  is  fully  appropriate  for  de- 
velopers with  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods 
Plan  Areas  to  wait  until  we  have  adopted 
area  plans  before  their  project  approvals 
move  forward. 

While  we  have  been  waiting  for  the 
community  plans  to  move  forward  in  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods,  project-by-project 
approvals  by  the  Planning  Department 
have  significantly  and  fundamentally 
changed  the  plan  areas.  With  numerous 
additional  projects  seeking  approvals,  we 
are  close  to  reaching  a tipping  point  where 
our  planning  process  will  be  rendered 
moot.  I don’t  believe  that  is  doing  justice 
to  our  residents  and  our  businesses  within 
the  plan  areas. 

I understand  that  some  of  these  poten- 
tial projects  may  be  good  projects,  and  some 
may  have  community  support.  However,  I 
don’t  believe  my  role  as  a public  servant  is 
to  pick  and  choose  which  projects  should 
move  forward  and  which  projects  should 
wait.  I am  interested  in  policy  making, 
not  deal  making. 

In  addition,  I believe  that  we  need  to 
see  the  forest  for  the  trees:  our  goal  is  to 
adopt  community  plans  that  enhance  our 
neighborhoods,  that  provide  affordable 
housing,  that  protect  existing  businesses 
and  jobs,  and  that  provide  robust  com- 
munity benefits. 

I acknowledge  the  slow  pace  at  which 
the  community  planning  has  been  moving. 
However,  there  is  good  news:  the  effort  is 
picking  up.  With  funding  provided  by  my 
colleagues  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
me,  the  Planning  Department  has  hired 
over  30  new  planners  in  the  past  year.  We 
now  have  a permanent  Planning  Director  in 
Dean  Macris.  The  department  is  far  along 
in  its  EIR  for  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods, 
with  a Draft  EIR  due  out  early  this  autumn. 
Around  this  time  and  equipped  with  this 
information,  the  department  will  re-engage 
the  community  with  planning  workshops, 
ones  that  go  beyond  a zoning  exercise  and 
address  real  area  plans.  The  goal  is  to  have 
a finalized  plan  by  the  spring  of  2007. 

I know  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods 
planning  effort  has  been  a long  (and  some- 
times tortured)  one,  but  I believe  there  is 
good  reason  to  have  faith  in  the  process. 
There  is  integrity  in  community  planning 
that  does  not  exist  in  project-by-project  deal 
making,  and  we  cannot  allow  the  develop- 
ers to  divide  and  conquer  us.  Together  we 
can  get  our  community  plans  adopted. 
Thank  you  for  your  efforts  to  ensure  real 
planning  for  Potrero  Hill  and  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods.

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Publisher’s  View

In  1999,  after  70  years  in  operation,  the 
“Potrero  View  Welcome  Wagon”  suspended 
its  door-to-door  services.  Throughout 
the  20th  century  the  Welcome  Wagon 
hand-delivered  baskets  filled  with  gifts 
and  coupons  for  discounts  at  the  local  dry 
cleaner,  grocer,  or  florist  to  more  than  25 
million  recently  relocated  families.  But 
the  Wagon  delivered  more  than  just  combs 
emblazoned  with  the  name  of  a nearby 
hair  salon.  A Welcoming  representative, 
typically  a neighbor  who’d  lived  in  the 
area  for  years,  would  arrive  at  each  new 
residents  door,  bearing  both  gifts  from 
local  merchants,  and  news  about  the 
community.  Over  coffee,  ice  tea,  or 
lemonade,  the  newcomer,  almost  always 
represented  by  the  wife,  rather  than  the 
husband,  would  find  out  how  to  join  the 
Parent-Teacher-Association,  or  where  the 
locals  played  bridge. 

Sometimes  these  visits  resulted  in 
long-term  relationships  that  helped  break 
the  isolation  of  young  homemakers,  newly 
stranded  in  freshly  constructed  suburbs. 
One  reporter,  upon  hearing  of  the  Wagon  s 
demise,  remembered  a visit  by  the  local 
representative  which  was  prompted  by  her 
daughter’s  birth: 

The  Welcome  Wagon  lady  gave  me 
a refrigerator  magnet  with  the  phone 
number  of  a diaper  service.  She  gave  me  a 
thermometer,  an  oven  mitt  and  a bib  with 
the  name  of  a grocery  on  it.  She  told  me 
All  My  Children  was  the  best  daytime  soap, 
and  she  showed  me  how  to  put  a rubber 
band  around  the  waistband  button  on  my 
pants  so  that  I could  hold  them  closed  until 
my  “baby  fat”  disappeared.  She  held  the 
baby  and  told  me  she  could  tell  1 would  be 
a good  mother. 

The  Wagon  was  felled,  newspaper 
articles  said,  by  dual-income  families  who 
were  either  too  busy  or  too  suspicious 
to  open  their  doors  to  strangers.  Yet 


versions  of  the  Welcome  Wagon  remain 
to  this  day.  The  Potrero  Hill  Parents’ 
Association  supports  an  actively  used 
listserv  that  provides  communal  advice 
on  everything  from  where  a young  child 
can  safely  ride  a bike  to  tips  on  the  best 
kids’  music.  The  Potrero  Hill  Boosters 
and  Dogpatch  Associations  welcome  new 
members  as  part  of  their  efforts  to  improve 
the  neighborhood;  Axis  Cafe  opens  its 
doors  to  infant  groups  and  hosts  elaborate 
Easter  egg  hunts;  Farley’s  Cafe  sponsors  an 
annual  pet  parade;  and  young  children  eat 
free  Monday  nights  at  Goat  Hill  Pizza. 

I’d  like  to  think  that  the  View  also 
plays  a role  in  welcoming  newcomers  to 
the  neighborhood.  And,  much  like  the 
Welcome  Wagon,  we  couldn’t  do  it  without 
the  help  of  our  mostly  female,  mostly 
mommy  — though  these  mommy’s  have 
college  degrees  and  professional  experience 
- staff  of  no-  or  low-paid  volunteers.  They 
include  our  arts  and  entertainment  editor, 
Mia  Quagliarello,  a former  New  Yorker 
who’s  pregnant  with  her  first  child;  Lisa 
Tehrani,  our  land  use  reporter,  an  urban 
planner  who  cares  for  an  eight  month 
old;  as  well  as  our  family  page  editors, 
Melissa  Glorieux,  who  gave  birth  to  Wylie 
last  month,  and  Natalie  Freeburg,  who, 
after  giving  birth  to  her  now  two-year 
old  daughter,  rejuvenated  the  Parents’ 
Association,  which  has  grown  to  nearly 
300  members.* 

We  have  our  non-mommies  too. 
Christian  Butler  handles  View  production; 
Katherine  Levin  provides  photographs; 
and  Abigail  Johnston,  another  former  New 
Yorker  who’s  been  working  for  the  paper,  in 
various  capacities,  since  1985.  Abby  is  also 
the  co-author  of  San  Francisco’s  Potrero 
Hill.  Thanks  to  them,  Dogpatch,  Mission 
Bay,  Potrero  Hill,  and  SOMA  residents, 
new  and  old,  can  find  a welcoming 
community  newspaper.

Hill  is  particularly  attractive  to  young 
families:  the  neighborhood  offers  a 

proliferation  of  playgroups,  baby  happy 
hours,  and  an  active  parent’s  association. 
“There  are  babies  galore  here!”  Bradford 
exclaimed. 

Garrett  Goldman  of  Urban  Bay 
Properties,  who  runs  Potrero-Hill. 
com  with  Angilly,  emphasized  the 
neighborhood’s  strong  community 
orientation,  active  neighborhood 
associations,  and  high  concentration  of 
small,  locally-owned  businesses.  “There’s 
just  a ton  of  pride,”  he  said,  “I  don’t 
know  if  that’s  matched  anywhere.” 

Melinda  Lee  of  Coldwell  Banker 
doesn’t  live  on  the  Hill  herself,  but  she 
aspires  to.  “It’s  an  eclectic  mix,  which 
is  one  of  the  reasons  we  love  it,”  she 
said,  “There  are  all  these  young  urban 
professionals,  alongside  older  people 
who’ve  lived  here  thirty  years  and 
wouldn’t  live  anywhere  else.” 

That  mix  has  been  reflected  in  the 
properties  she’s  sold  recently.  “There 
have  been  first-time  buyers,  people 
trading  up,  and  people  who  already  own 
property  here  and  are  buying  more.” 

Ford  Real  Estate’s  Rebecca  Ford 


has  been  living  and  working  in  Potrero 
Hill  for  23  years.  She  doesn’t  see  signs  of 
demographic  change  so  much  as  attitude 
shifts.  “What’s  changed  is  how  people 
perceive  it,”  she  said,  “The  people  who 
live  here  have  always  thought  it  was  a 
great  neighborhood.” 

But  as  that  perception  spreads 
beyond  the  confines  of  the  small  village 
that  Potrero  Hill  is  often  thought  to 
be,  more  people  come  for  the  views, 
the  weather,  and  the  proliferating 
“destination  restaurants"  along  18th 
Street.  Often  they  come  to  stay. 

The  development  flurry  occurring 
in  the  Mission  Bay  and  Dogpatch 
neighborhoods  promises  to  bring  a 
further  influx  of  residents.  “1  think 
the  Third  Street  rail  will  change  the 
landscape  dramatically,"  said  Lee.  Rubin 
seconded  this  forecast.  “All  the  things 
that  have  happened  in  the  South  of 
Market  area  have  made  it  much  more 
exciting,"  she  said. 

With  the  continuing  changes  in 
prices,  perceptions,  and  land  uses,  one 
thread  holds  constant.  As  Lee  said, 
“People  who  live  on  the  Hill  don’t 
typically  move  off.” 


Ready,  Set  Scamper! 

During  the  1 980s,  the  summer  event  on  the  Hill  was  the  Scenic  Scamper,  a 5. 5-8K 
run  organized  by  Ruth  Passen  and  Terrye  Ivy  to  benefit  the  Neighborhood  House.  The 
Scamper  introduced  runners  from  all  over  the  City — and  from  as  far  away  as  Reno  and 
North  Carolina — to  our  challenging  terrain,  while  many  Hill  residents  experienced 
their  neighborhood  in  a whole  new  way.  On  June  14,  1986,  more  than  130  men, 
women  and  children  laced  up  their  Reeboks  to  take  on  the  Hill’s  hills  and  the  1985 
winner,  Eddie  Lanzarin.  But  Lanzarin,  shown  above  scaling  20th  Street,  wearing  #1, 
shaved  almost  six  seconds  off  his  previous  record  and  scampered  home  first  at  25:50.2. 
(Fast  Eddie  was  the  first-place  finisher  in  a total  of  six  consecutive  Scampers,  including 
the  final  run  in  1990.)  The  winner  of  the  60+  division  was  the  Hill’s  own  running 
phenomenon,  78-year-old  Walter  Stack.  For  many  years,  Walt’s  daily  routine  was 
unvaried.  He'd  bike  from  his  Kansas  Street  apartment  to  the  Dolphin  club  at  Aquatic 
Park.  There,  he’d  don  his  running  shorts  and  shoes — no  shirt,  the  better  to  show  off 
his  tattoos — jog  17  miles  across  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  to  Sausalito  and  back,  dive 
into  the  Bay  for  a brisk  swim,  sweat  it  out  in  the  sauna  for  a while,  then  leap  on  his 
bike  again  for  the  ride  home.  Stack  outlived  the  Scamper  run  by  five  years.

Ah,  Sunday.  The  New  York  Times, 
breakfast  at  Just  For  You  or  Sally’s,  and 
perhaps  a walk  in  the  newly-opened  Esprit 
Park.  Not  for  me:  Sunday  is  open  house 
day,  and  I spent  the  day  pounding  the 
pavement.  My  goal:  a snap  shot  of  Potrero 
Hill’s  real  estate  market.  My  rewards:  a few 
cookies,  some  cat  hair,  spectacular  views, 
and  lots  of  sweat. 

On  a July  Sunday  the  Potrero  Hill 
market  consisted  of  eleven  condominiums, 
three  single-family  homes,  three  tenancies 
in  common  (TICs),  and  one  multi-unit 
property. 

I started  on  the  Hill’s  eastern  side 
and  worked  my  way  west.  My  first  stop 
was  an  elegant  three-bedroom  house  on 
Pennsylvania  Avenue.  I consulted  one  of 
the  eye-catching  informational  flyers  that 
real  estate  agents  hand-out.  It  revealed 
that  the  property  was  listed  at  close  to  a 
million  dollars,  a typical  price  tag  in  light 


of  its  square  footage  and  amenities.  The 
house  came  equipped  with  a hot  tub,  spiral 
staircase,  and  the  distinction  of  being  one 
of  the  Hill’s  oldest  homes,  thus  earning  the 
label  of  “historic  home.” 

Potential  buyers  weren’t  exactly  stream- 
ing through  the  door,  but  agent  Garrett 
Goldman  of  Urban  Bay  Properties  was  en- 
joying his  afternoon  in  the  expansive  family 
room.  It  seemed  designed  for  entertaining 
and  opened  onto  the  deck  through  a set  of 
French  doors.  Goldman  pointed  out  the 
house’s  charming  garden  below,  and  then 
graciously  directed  me  to  the  most  sensible 
walking  path  to  my  next  stop. 

On  Missouri  Street,  I looked  at  a cute, 
but  significantly  more  modest  TIC.  TICs 
are  typically  multi-unit  properties  with 
multiple  owners,  who  each  hold  a certain 
number  of  shares  in  the  property.  This 
one  was  listed  at  a mere  $500,000.  It  was  a 
recently  remodeled  two-bedroom  unit,  on 


the  basement  level  of  a three-unit  building 
(although  my  advertising  sheet  preferred  to 
call  this  the  “garden  level”). 

The  apartment  seemed  to  be  attract- 
ing slightly  more  traffic  than  the  previous 
property.  One  young  family  told  the  show- 
ing agent  that  they  were  looking  for  two  or 
three  bedrooms,  in  a “mellow”  neighbor- 
hood, with  plenty  of  trees  and  a “San  Fran- 
cisco feel.”  Missouri’s  prettily  landscaped 
southern  end  certainly  fit  the  bill. 

My  next  stop  was  a single  family  home 
on  Wisconsin  Street,  listed  at  $939,000. 
Built  in  1900,  the  house  had  narrow  antique 
doors,  period  detailing,  and  a garden  that 
had  been  carefully  tended  for  generations. 
The  two  gabled  bedrooms  on  the  second 
floor  made  me  feel  like  a kid  in  a tree- 
house.  This  was  the  home  that  truly  made 
me  wish  I had  a million  dollars  to  drop 
then  and  there.  Further  down  Wisconsin 
Street  I viewed  a spacious  three-bedroom, 
two-bath  condo  offered  for  $650,000. 
Maybe  it  was  because  this  one  was  shown 
completely  unadorned  with  furniture,  but 
the  apartment  had  a refreshingly  open, 
airy  feel  to  it.  This  effect  was  enhanced  by 
the  more  than  180-degree  views  from  the 
building’s  shared  roof  deck.  Or  perhaps  I 
was  simply  won  over  by  the  chocolate  chip 
cookies  that  Prudential  agent  Sara  Khan 
had  cleverly  whipped  up  to  make  the  place 
seem  more  homey. 

Several  leg  muscles  later,  I looked 
at  another  three-bedroom  condo  in  the 
Potrero  Court  complex  on  Rhode  Island 
Street.  According  to  Coldwell  Banker 
agent  Renee  Gonsalves,  Potrero  Court  is 
among  the  City’s  most  affordable  apart- 
ment buildings.  It  features  a pool,  a fitness 
room,  and  a BBQ  area.  But  the  bright  and 
tidy  unit,  with  a listing  price  of  $600,000, 
had  already  been  on  the  market  for  more 
than  three  weeks.  While  I was  there  the 
only  other  visitor  seemed  to  be  a curious 
neighbor.  “Because  interest  rates  have 


gone  up,  entry-level  people  aren’t  buying 
as  much,”  Gonsalves  explained,  “Houses 
are  still  selling  well,  but  condos  are  cooling 
off  a little.” 

I ended  my  tour  at  a two-unit  Edward- 
ian on  DeHaro  Street,  listed  at  $1,125,000. 
The  unit  was  a well-lit  one  bedroom  on 
the  first  floor.  It  had  hardwood  floors,  a 
charming  kitchen,  a little  green  garden  out 
back,  and  a comfortable  porch  with  west- 
facing views,  languorously  inhabited  by  the 
owner’s  three  fat,  friendly  cats. 

Pier  Charter  of  Brown  Bear  Realty 
seconded  the  observation  that  interest  rate 
increases  have  caused  a recent  slowdown, 
but  he  added  that  this  could  be  a healthy 
thing.  “I  think  it’s  about  time  for  a slow- 
down,” he  said  brightly,  “Good  properties 
that  are  priced  well  still  sell.”  That  sounded 
reasonable  enough  to  me  - but  then,  at 
that  point  I was  mostly  preoccupied  with 
whether  it  would  be  okay  for  me  to  plop 
down  in  the  shade  with  the  cats. 

In  addition  to  muscle  soreness,  my 
survey  yielded  a wide  variety  of  properties 
for  every  taste  and,  well,  not  quite  every 
budget.  To  those  looking  to  acquire  some 
real  estate  or  just  get  a sense  of  what’s  out 
there:  be  prepared  for  a still-robust  market, 
and  maybe  think  about  taking  the  car.

Carl  Friedman’s  career  was  rescued  by 
a lost  Saint  Bernard  puppy. 

It  was  the  early  1970s.  Friedman  was 
in  a donut  shop  at  California  and  Fillmore 
Streets  killing  time  before  he  began  his 
shift  with  Yellow  Cab  when  a St.  Bernard 
puppy  came  wandering  down  the  street. 
Friedman  grabbed  him  before  he  could 
wander  out  into  traffic  and  waited  for  the 
puppy’s  owner  to  surface.  When  no  one 
showed  up,  he  called  the  SPCA  to  come 
pick  up  the  puppy.  The  SPCA  couldn’t 
and  told  him  to  either  bring  the  puppy  in 
or  find  someone  who  could.  Of  course, 
Friedman  was  on  his  way  to  work  as  was 
everyone  else  in  the  doughnut  shop.  So  he 
called  the  SPCA  back  and  was  told  to  just 
turn  the  puppy  loose. 

“I  said,  'There’s  something  wrong 
here.  I can’t  just  turn  a puppy  loose  in 
the  streets,’”  said  Friedman.  In  response 
he  and  his  wife  started  a lost  and  found 
service  matching  the  City’s  lost  pets  with 
their  owners.  In  1975,  he  approached  the 
SPCA  about  taking  over  his  service.  Soon, 
Friedman  was  working  for  the  SPCA  where 
he  stayed  until  he  started  the  City’s  Depart- 
ment of  Animal  Care  and  Control  ( AC&C ) 
in  December  1988. 

San  Francisco  contracted  out  animal 
welfare  services  for  its  first  100  years  be- 
fore it  established  an  agency  to  minister 
to  animals.  Friedman  is  the  department’s 
first  and  only  director.  Friedman  describes 
AC&C’s  purpose,  “We  have  a dual  mis- 
sion: First  and  foremost  is  public  protec- 
tion. Right  along  side  with  that  is  animal 
welfare.” 

AC&C  performs  a myriad  of  services 
but  key  to  all  of  them,  in  Friedman’s  view, 
is  community  involvement.  “Without  the 
community’s  support  I fail.”  Friedman 
encourages  the  public  to  call  AC&C,  par- 
ticularly to  report  aggressive  animals  and 
animal  abuse.  He  cites  the  Diane  Whipple 
case  of 2001  in  which  a young  woman  was 
killed  in  her  own  apartment  building  by  her 
neighbor’s  dogs.  “I’m  not  saying  we  could 
have  saved  her  life,  but  at  the  hearing  five  or 
six  people  described  encounters  with  those 
dogs.  No  one  called  our  department:  we 


had  never  heard  of  those  dogs,”  Friedman 
said.  “We  are  nothing  without  the  eyes  and 
ears  of  the  community.  We  have  a small 
staff  and  can’t  be  everywhere.” 

AC&C  has  11  officers  and  fields 
upwards  of  100,000  calls  from  the  public 
per  year  for  everything  from  dogs  loose  in 
traffic  to  dead  animals.  For  example,  in 
response  to  public  concern,  AC&C  has  de- 
veloped guidelines  for  dog  walkers.  These 
guidelines  are  available  on  the  department’s 
web  site,  along  with  a list  of  the  dog  walkers 
who  have  agreed  to  abide  by  these  stan- 
dards. Currently  the  department  is  hard  at 
work  enforcing  the  new  pit  bull  ordinance 
that  makes  it  illegal  to  own  an  unaltered 
pit  bull  or  pit  bull  mix  in  the  City.  So  far 
more  than  150  pit  bulls  have  been  spayed 
or  neutered,  14  citations  have  been  issued, 
and  12  dogs  have  been  taken  from  their 
owners  for  failure  to  comply.  The  AC&C 
has  partnered  with  the  Peninsula  Humane 
Society  to  provide  a free  pit  bull  spay/neu- 
tering clinic  to  San  Francisco  residents  by 
appointment  twice  a month. 

Friedman  is  very  open  to  public  input. 
“Our  success  depends  on  partnering  with 
the  community.  We  open  our  doors  and 
work  together.  “In  fact,  AC&C  has  just 
started  a rather  unusual  arrangement  with 
Bernie  Machado,  formerly  of  Bernie’s  Pet 
Supply  and  Grooming.  Machado,  who  lost 
her  lease  after  15  years  on  Valencia  Street, 
grooms  the  shelter’s  pets  in  exchange  for 
space  to  run  her  business.  Machado  works 
with  the  shelter’s  dogs,  cats,  rabbits  and 
guinea  pigs.  A well  groomed  pet  is  more 
presentable  to  potential  adopters,  making 
it  easier  for  the  department  to  find  the  pet 
a new  home. 

Friedman  actively  encourages  the 
public  to  assist  AC&C  in  its  mission  (see 
sidebar).  He  urges  people  to  visit  and  to 
volunteer,  “The  unsung  heroes  are  the 
rescue  groups,  the  breed  rescue  groups, 
the  neonatal  kitten  people,  the  cat  rescue 
people.” 

Friedman  acknowledges  that  the  de- 
partment and  the  non-profit  animal  welfare 
groups  don’t  always  see  eye-to-eye.  “ In  a 
lot  of  communities  you  have  non-profits 
at  war  with  government  and  with  rescue 
groups,”  Friedman  said.  “Rescue  groups 
can  make  our  lives  more  difficult.  But 
we  need  these  people  to  advocate  for  the 
animals. . . there  are  friction  points  but  we 
all  work  together.  “ 

He  cites  a shortage  of  funds  as  one  of 
the  chief  roadblocks  in  his  department’s 
ability  to  provide  more  services  for  animals. 
In  response  to  pressure  to  do  more  he  says, 
“Let’s  open  it  up.  Help  me  get  the  money. . . 
I really  like  it  when  people  get  involved.” 

He  says  AC&C  still  battles  some  mis- 
conceptions. “Everybody  has  the  image 
of  the  old  dog  catcher — which  we  hate. 
This  is  a real  professional  job.  We  want  to 
get  past  that  image  and  the  image  of  the 
pound  which  is  so  counterproductive.  If 
I can’t  get  people  down  here,  I can’t  save 
lives,”  he  says. 

“It’s  not  my  animal  shelter,  it’s  not  the 
city’s.  It’s  yours.  It  belongs  to  you.”

It  helps  identify  your 
dog  if  it  is  lost  and  ensures  that  all 
of  the  city’s  dogs  are  vaccinated  for 
rabies.  Licenses  can  be  purchased 
on-line  at  AC&C's  website,  at  AC&C, 
at  the  Tax  Collectors’  Office  in  City 
Hall,  at  Ocean  Avenue  Veterinary 
Clinic  or  at  Pet  Camp  Fees  range 
from  $8  to  $68.  There  is  a discount 
for  pets  that  are  spayed  or  neu- 
tered, and  for  pets  owned  by  senior 
citizens.

Goldstein  is  optimistic  that  the  NC 
ing  policies 
group  will  be 


zoning  policies  proposed  by  the  working 
implemented.  There  are 
several  other  NC  districts  in  the  City,  such 
as  the  Hayes-Gough  and  North  Beach 
Neighborhood  Commercial  Districts,  that 
protect  small,  local  businesses.  “We  would 
like  to  see  more  neighborhood  serving 
businesses  and  create  a vibrant  community 
here  on  the  Hill.  Unfettered,  random 
development  cannot  create  a cohesive 
community,”  Goldstein  explains. 

There  are  currently  five  Neighbor- 
hood Commercial  areas  in  Potrero.  The 
18th  and  20th  Street  corridors  are  zoned 
as  NC-2,  allowing  retail  stores,  and  res- 
taurants. The  height  limit  for  these  areas 
is  40  feet  and  permitted  businesses  are 
allowed  up  to  3,999  square  feet  of  floor 
area. 

The  working  group  hopes  to  influ- 
ence how  certain  streets,  like  17th  Street, 
might  develop  in  the  coming  years.  The 
areas  proposed  for  the  new  NC  policies 
are:  17th  Street  from  Kansas  to  Missis- 
sippi; 18th  Street  between  De  Haro  and 
Mississippi;  20th  Street  between  Arkansas 
and  Missouri;  and  18th,  20th  and  22nd 
Streets  between  Minnesota  and  Illinois. 
Sixteenth  Street  is  not  being  included 
because  it  will  likely  become  a transit 
corridor  and  be  subjected  to  a different 
development  pattern. 

The  proposed  policies  would  prohibit 
“formula  retail”  by  not  allowing  busi- 
nesses in  the  NC  zones  that  have  11  or 
more  locations  across  the  country  and 
share  a standard  facade,  decor  and  color 
scheme,  signage,  uniform,  trademark  or 
merchandise.  The  policies  will  also 
specify  what  business  types  are  permitted. 
For  example,  financial  institutions  are 
proposed  to  be  conditionally  permitted, 
while  doctor’s  offices  and  medical  centers 
would  not  be  allowed  due  to  concern  about 
their  potential  onslaught  resulting  from 
the  planned  UCSF  hospitals. 

The  policies  would  also  allow  for 
housing  above  the  ground  floor  com- 
mercial space.  In  addition,  they  will  set 
standards  for  hours  of  operation,  sign 
controls,  height  limits,  lot  size,  and  use 
size.  A 45-foot  height  limit  for  the  NC 
areas  is  being  considered,  which  is  5 feet 
higher  than  existing  regulations.  Use  size 
would  be  limited  to  2,500  square  feet  for 


permitted  uses  and  2,500  to  3,999  square 
feet  for  conditionally  permitted  uses.  Off- 
street  parking  would  not  be  required  if 
the  floor  area  of  the  business  is  less  than 


5,000  square  feet. 

After  the  group  finishes  its  work,  the 
policies  will  be  presented  at  a Boosters 
meeting  for  neighborhood  feedback.  “We 
want  to  make  sure  the  community  is  be- 
hind the  plan  before  it  goes  to  City  Hall,” 
Kelly  explains.  They  will  then  be  taken 
to  Supervisor  Maxwell  to  be  proposed 
at  the  Board  of  Suprvisors.  The  Asso- 
ciation expects  to  complete  their  effort 
before  winter.  Community  members  are 
encouraged  to  give  input  and  can  attend 
the  meetings  at  Mackenzie  Warehouse  on 
the  second  and  fourth  Thursday  of  every 
month  at  10AM.

Holiday,  Annoys

“Shop  with  the  Deputy  Sheriff”  has 
already  begun  calling  businesses  through- 
out the  Bay  Area  seeking  donations  for  a 
December  20th  shopping  spree  for  low- 
income  kids  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
twelve.  The  children  are  selected  by  the 
Children’s  Council  of  San  Francisco  and 
Wu  Yee  Children’s  Services.  “We  do  it  on 
a shoestring  budget,"  says  Renea  Wilfong, 
Shop’s  project  manager,  who  makes  tele- 
phone calls  in  addition  to  overseeing  the 
operation.  According  to  her,  the  501  (c)3 
organization,  which  is  a part  of  the  San 
Francisco  Deputy  Sheriff’s  Association 
(SFDSA),  spends  85%  of  every  donated 
dollar  directly  on  the  kids. 

For  the  past  two  years  Shop  with  the 
Deputy  Sheriff  has  taken  hundreds  of 
needy  youth  to  Mervyn’s  and  Toys  R’  Us 
to  buy  clothing,  bicycles,  and  other  items. 
David  Wong,  SFDSA  President,  launched 
the  program  three  years  ago  and  has  ac- 
companied children  on  the  shopping  sprees 
each  year.  He  views  the  effort  as  a form  of 
crime  prevention,  and  says  that  he’s  had 
parents  cry  while  thanking  him  for  giving 
their  children  a Christmas. 

The  SFDSA  is  still  negotiating  loca- 
tions for  this  year’s  event,  but  they  began 
fundraising  in  April.  They  hope  to  raise 
enough  money  to  take  between  150  and 
200  kids  shopping  in  December. 

According  to  Wilfong,  so  far  they’ve 
called  only  businesses,  but  will  start 
contacting  households  who’ve  previously 
donated  in  the  Fall.  But  Emily  Hilton,  a 
Potrero  Hill  resident,  says  her  experience 
contradicts  that.  She  says  that  she  asked  to 
be  taken  off  Shop  with  the  Deputy  Sheriff  s

calling  list  the  first  rime  rhey  called  about  a 
year  ago.  Hilton  doesn’t  accept  unsolicited 
calls  because  she  has  a baby  at  home.  But 
just  a few  months  ago  they  called  again.  “1 
tried  to  be  polite  and  explain  that  I don’t 
accept  unsolicited  calls  but  the  man  got 
irate  at  me  for  not  letting  him  explain  his 
pitch.  It  felt  threatening.”  They’ve  since 
called  her  a third  time,  and  she’s  again 
asked  to  be  removed  from  their  call  list. 

Hilton  wasn’t  the  only  Potrero  Hill 
resident  bothered  by  SFDSA’s  solicitations. 
Jill  Hoffman  received  four  telephone  calls 
before  she  finally  asked  to  speak  to  a su- 
pervisor who  “hemmed  and  hawed”  before 
taking  her  off  the  list.  She’s  heard  other 
complaints  about  the  charity  on  the  Potrero 
Hill  Parents  Association  email  list.  “What 
bothered  me  most,"  said  Steven  Moss,  an- 
other Hill  resident,  “was  that  the  [SFDSA] 
caller  made  it  seems  as  if  they  were  calling 
from  the  sheriff s department.  I thought 
he  was  calling  about  a crime.” 

Wilfong  responds  that  although 
they're  not  subject  to  the  Do  Not  Call  list 
because  of  their  non-profit  status  they  do 
try  to  respect  people’s  requests.  “It’s  not 
the  intention  of  anyone  here  to  harass 
anyone,”  she  said,  explaining  that  she  was 
unaware  of  any  complaints  about  their 
calling  tactics. 

“I’m  here  to  deal  with  any  complaint," 
Wong  pledges,  but  claims  that  the  only 
complaints  he’s  received  may  have  origi- 
nated from  another  organization  called 
California  Organization  for  Police  and 
Sheriffs  (COPS),  adding  that  SFDSA 
does  not  block  return  calls  and  takes  all 
complaints  seriously.

Original  Potrero  View 
Publisher  Tells  All 


By  Alison  Fish 

To  celebrate  the  View's  36th  birthday 
this  month,  we  contacted  Lenny  Ander- 
son, one  of  the  paper’s  original  founders. 
Anderson  now  works  at  the  Swan  Island 
Transportation  Management  Association, 
in  Portland,  Oregon,  encouraging  people 
who  work  in  the  Swan  Island  industrial  area 
to  use  transportation  alternatives  so  as  to 
free-up  the  roads  for  freight  trucks. 

Draft  Induction 

“I  was  indicted  in  federal  court  in  Port- 
land, Oregon  for  refusing  [draft  induction]. 
But  in  a negotiation  between  the  federal 
attorney  and  myself , I agreed  to  perform 
alternative  service.”  The  assistant  district 
attorney  didn't  specify  what  alternative 
service  Anderson  should  perform. 

“I  had  a contact  in  San  Francisco  in  the 
Presbyterian  church.  He  directed  me  to  the 
[Potrero  Hill]  Neighborhood  House,  where 
I met  the  director,  Earl  Cruiser.”  Lenny 
told  Cruiser  he  had  to  perform  alternative 
service  and  was  looking  for  something  to 
do.  Anderson  had  been  working  on  a draft- 
resistance  newspaper  in  Palo  Alto,  and  ran 
a printing  press  at  the  “Liberation  Press,” 
which  was  jointly  owned  by  Palo  Alto 
Draft  Resistance  and  Mid-Peninsula  Free 
University.  He  told  Cruiser,  “I  know  how 
to  run  a printing  press,  and  I know  how  to 
put  out  a newspaper  on  a shoestring.” 

“Earl  said  ‘hang  on’  and  he  called  the 
Dawsons,  who  were  printing  the  “Hills  and 
Dales”  newsletter  on  a mimeograph.  We 
met  on  the  1 3th  of  July.  I remember  this  so 
clearly;  July  13,  1970,  two  and  a half  weeks 
before  the  first  issue.” 

“The  meeting  started  as  a ‘for  in- 
stance,’ and  an  hour  later  we  had  [story] 


assignments. 

Eileen  [Mahoney]  designed  and  edited 
the  paper.  L did  paste-up.  We  had  an  IBM 
typewriter.  We  bought  headline  letters”  to 
layout  the  headlines.  “We  took  it  to  a union 
newspaper  plant  on  Harrison,  and  they 
printed  3,000  copies  for  $135  bucks.  And 
it  was  on  the  streets  on  August  1st.” 

There  were  “a  lot  of  alternative  press; 
not  just  antiwar  movement,  also  a move- 
ment to  reclaim  community.”  Young  col- 
lege graduates  were  “moving  into  places  like 
Potrero  Hill.  There  were  lots  of  things  go- 
ing on  - people  were  setting  up  communes, 
doing  community-based  projects,  art 
projects  - it  was  a counter-culture  and  had 
things  like  food  clubs  so  people  wouldn’t 
have  to  shop  at  places  like  Safeway.  I tell 
people  that  the  irony  in  all  this  is  that  I 
helped  gentrify  Potrero  Hill.”’ 

Lennv  Leaves  the  View 

Anderson  was  with  the  View  from  Aug 
1 , 1970  to  May  1972,  completing  the  alter- 
native service  he  had  agreed  to  in  Portland. 
“I  had  drafted  a letter  to  the  federal  assis- 
tant attorney,  Earl  signed  it  and  1 sent  it  to 
them.  I never  got  a response.  Later  I got 
a draft  card  with  exempt  status."  In  addi- 
tion to  volunteering  for  the  paper  he  wrote 
a newsletter  for  the  Neighborhood  House 
and  worked  as  their  night  watchman. 

After  Anderson  left  the  paper  he  stayed 
in  Potrero,  living  on  Arkansas  Street,  then 
traveled  to  South  America  in  1973.  He  re- 
turned in  October  1974  and  rented  places 
on  Kansas  and  De  Haro  streets.  He  left  the 
neighborhood  for  good  when  he  moved  to 
Sonoma  in  1979.

and  the  woman  answered.  The  woman, 
who  turns  out  was  the  suspect’s  mother, 
yelled  for  him  to  come  downstairs. 

The  suspect  came  downstairs  and  the 
police  asked  him  for  his  name.
